Yesterday • 
young man named Thomas Ketter, a resi 
dent of Mound City, made an affldari- 
wherein he implicated himself anc 
a railroad man named Alexandei 
Melburn as being among thost 
prominent in the lynching party, and 
claimed to hare the names of sixteen others 
comprising the band. Kettle was in th« 
oity yesterday claiming to have a wart am 
for the arrest of Milburn, and, althougt 
the latter listene 1 to the reading of th, 
writ, he has not yet been tak u into custo 
dy. A reward of $ AW is offered for the ar- 
rest of each man engaged in the affair, and 
Kettle's demand for the whole amount ii 
about t . .n.noo in case the right parties art> 
apprehended upon his information. The 
matter will be contented, and Milburn'* 
friends claim his ability to prove hi* inno 
cence, and that the whole thing is a scheme 
to extort money.

POISONOUS FOOD WE EAT 



Results of an InveatigRtio- 
by a Committee of Citizen*. 



Erery Manufactured Article of Pooe 
and Drink Now In Use, and 



terated or Sophisticated. 



Chicago, Juns 28.— A Committee of thi 
Citizens' Association, appointed for tbi 
purpose of making an exhaustive inreiti 
gation of food adulterations, published it- 
report to-day. The Committee says: 

"It may bs too much, but it is not 
greatly too much, to say that every manu- 
factured article of food and drink now is 
use, and many of the drug* and compound! 
used as medicines, are adulterated 01 
sophisticated in greater or less degree and 
although in most, but not in all cases, thf 
foreign ingredient is innoxious in its char 
acter. Ths product is a fraud, becaust 
designed to supply the place of a bettei 
article without the knowledge of the pur 
chaser." 

Further on the report says: 
"3o far has the muuipuiation of certaU 
articles been carried that, in the buttei 
trade, for instance, the genuine article Oat 
not be procured from the ordinary mer 
chants in the commodity, nor from privau 
manufacturers, except at a price far be 
yond its proper value." 

The Committee enumerates a long list ol 
articles found to be adulterated, among 
them the following: 

"Dairy products are adulterated by the 
introduction of animal fats, tallow, neutral 
oils, lard, water and salt. 

"Coffee is frequently adulterated witl 
chicory beans, dand.-lion or ri e, and whei 
green is often treated with coloring materia, 
known to be deleterious. An imitatini 
berry made of dough is th-.
